Melt Before the Flames 


Spokane, Wash., Aug. 22.—Thirty 
met out of a crew of 47 fire fighters, 
y n charge of Forest Ranger Lee Hoi 
linghead, are missing and are believ­ 
ed to have perished Saturday night 
when their camp on Big creek, a trib­ 
utary of the S t Joe river, sixteen 
miles from Avery, Jdaho, was swept 
by flames. 


According to the seventeen survi­ 
vors who reached Avery, the fire cam 
^ upon them while they were sleeping 
and they were quickly surrounded by 
flames. Little hope is entertained by 
the seventeen that their more unfor­ 
tunate companions survived. 
Several persons were rendered in­ 
sane. 
Mrs. Reinhardt broke away from 
her rescuers after they had borne 
her from her burned home and rush­ 
ed back into the flames. 
.iFire is still threatening (Newport. 
Beer is being used at Wallace, Ida­ 
ho, for drinking purposes, because of 
the water shortage. 
Soldiers of the Twenty-fifth infan­ 
try, colored, who are patrolling Wal­ 
lace under the direction of Mayor

Chicago, Milwaukee ft Puget Sound 
trains through the burned district, 
which are carrying refugees, are be­ 
ing furnished with guards of colored 
soldiers. 
Horrors Everywhere. 
Train No. I of the Northern Pacif­ 
ic, westbound, 
with mail, reached 
Spokane this morning, after an excit­ 
ing run through the flames at the 
r fdahoJMontana border. Every coach 
was badly scorched. 
f lames are 
threatening Newman 
i ( yce, a summer resort twenty miles 
east of Spokane. 
Ranches are being burned over in 
that vicinity and buildings are being 
consumed. 
Liberty Lake, another summer re­ 
p o rt eighteen miles from Spokane, is 
approached by fires from two sides. 
Several cottages have been burned. 
The St. Joe and St. (Marie valleys, 
in the heart of the richest timber 
belt in the United States, are being 
swept by flames. 
K Already IOO homesteaders have been 
burned out. Five hundred men are 
fighting the blaze and St. Joe river 
steamboats are kept with steam up 


readj to take the people to safety 
should the situation demand it. 
Six Found Head. 
A special to the Spokane-Review 
from St. Joe, Idaho, says: 
'Six members of tho 
fire 
patrol 
gang of twenty-six pen, have been 
found dead in Elk Prairie and Avery. 
The other twenty are missing and 
probably will never be found. 
The fires are now raging between 
St. Marie s and St. Joe and have reach j 
ed a point six miles west of St. Joe. 
The wind is blowing hard and the 
fire is gaining rapidly and immense 
cinders are falling in the streets of 
St. Joe. The fires are more than 
a 
mile wide and are raging on both 
sides of the river. The whole country 
north of St. Joe over the divide and 
in the Lature creek district, is ablaze. 
A number of homesteaders, unable 
to make their way out over the pra­ 
iries to Lane, Idaho, were compelled 
to retrace their steps and go to St. 
Joe by a southerly route over the di­ 
vide. 
So exhausted were some of the 
women and children that two rescue 
parties went from St. Joe to aid 
the weary travelers. 
Fifteen Missing 
A party of fifteen men is probably 
surrounded, if not consumed, by for­ 
est fires in the l^ature creek district. 
One man of the party arrived here 
jesterday. He is the only known per­ 
son to have escaped. He says the 
flames got so close to his party that 
each man abandoned everything and 
ran for. his life. 
From the Trout creek region, eight 
miles east of here, two travelers who 
had a remarkable escape from death, 
arrived this morning. For two days 
these men lay in a creek, their heads 
under water except when they were 
compelled to breathe, fire raging on 
both sides of the creek. 
The hospital at St. Joe is Ailed with 
refugees, some of whom are suffering 
from injuries and burns. There are 
between 75 and *300 refugees in St. 
Joe today. 
Dead List trowing 
Specials to the Spokane-Review to­ 
night from the forest fire zone, indi­ 
cate that the number of facilities is 
increasing.

Open Season for Plover 
Guthrie, Okla., Aug 22,-^The open 
season for killing snipe, plover, cur­ 
lew and other game birds, ducks, 
swans, geese, brant and crane is on 
and hunters won be allowed to kill 
them until May I, under the provis­ 
ions of the Oklahoma game law. 
However, R WPI be unlawful to 
kill more than ten geese or brant 
in a day, and 25 of the other named 
birds or waterfowl in a day, ISO dur­ 
ing the season. 
It is also unlawful to kill any car. 
Her pigeon at any time, or any of 
the above named game on Sunday. 
Any hunter is liable to prosecution 
for tresspass who may be found on 
the premises of another without the 
owners’ consent. The hunter must 
also have his license with him, for if 
he should meet one of the game war­ 
dens and could not produce his li­ 
cense he is liable to prosecution. 
In spite of the dry weather It Is 
said that snipe and plover are very 
plentiful and fat. They may be found 
around pools of water in fields where 
late in the evenings or early in the 
morning the hunter may get a good 
bag.

Mr. Griscom, in his comment on it, 
was much more outspoken. He did 
not hesitate to charge that the Re­ 
publican organization of the State 
had played politics with the Presi­ 
dent s name and had misrepresented 
his artitude. He assured in so many 
words that some of the Old Guard 
are not seeking Republican success 
at the coming election. They wish to 
perpetuate their control of the Repub­ 
lican organization at any cost to the 
party, and he goes on to particular­ 
ize that in such event they would 
have been glad to unload defeat on 
the shoulders of the President on the 
ground that he had Ignored the pol- 
iciesc of Hughes and snubbed Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, the very men whom 
they had consistently opposed at ev­ 
ery turn.

ELECTION TODAY 


Intense 
Interest 
in 
Gubernatorial 


Race Between Hoke Smith 


and Joseph M. Brown 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 23.—The Demo­ 
crats of Georgia on Today will choose 
a Governor and eleven other State of­ 
ficials as well, also seven Congress­ 
men, in primaries in which nomina­ 
tion is in all cases equivalent to elec­ 
tion. All the (State officers will be 
elected under the county unit rule, 
that is the primaries will be followed 
by a convention at which all the del­ 
egates from each county will vote as 
a unit according to the majority vote 
in their respective counties on each 
candida her making it possible that a 
candidate receiving the most votes 
in State at targe will not be the man 
chosen by the convention. 
Three Gubernatorial Candidates 
For Governor there are three can­ 
didates: Gov. Joseph M. Brown, For­ 
mer Gov. Hoke Smith and (Edward H. 
Walker. Th^- main race is between 
Brown and Smith. The past strug­ 
gles of tfcese two are a chapter in 
the South s most picturesque political 
history: Brown being the State Rail. 
road Commission 
chairman 
whom 
Smith, while Governor three years 
ago, deposed, only to have this ex­ 
chairman turn the tables by beating 
him for Governor when Smith de­ 
sired a re-nomination. 
So intense is the interest now' that 
polls have been taken of the pass­ 
engers on trains: corner groceries 
have straw votes and it is not un­ 
common to poll an office building to 
learn whether the occupants prepon­ 
derate-for Browrn or Smith. 
Some of the Issues 
Among the issues is the question 
whether registration shall be requir- 
*ed six months in advance of the polls 
or the period reduced to three months 
Gov* 
Brown1 favors the 
reduction, 
while Smith holds 
that 
reduction 
would mean an unwelcome increase 
in the negro vote. Other issues in­ 
clude the questions how' are the ar­ 
rears in the salaries of rural school 
teachers to be met, whether the State 
Railroad Commission shall be reduc­ 
ed to three members as advocated by 
Brown, or the number retained at 
five as favored by Smith, and whether 
there has been too much delay in 
purchasing the terminal at Chattan­ 
ooga for the State-owned railroad, 
the Western and Atlantic. Gov. Brow n 
sending troops recently to the Dur­ 
ham mines, where about a score of 
Italians were made to leave for al­ 
leged threats of violence, is declared 
by the Smith supporters to have been 
unwarranted. 
A very important subject for de­ 
bate is whether Browrn has given the 
State ai* , administration favorable to 
business developement. In this con­ 
nection the camapaign furnishes a 
novelty in alleged issues which both 
sides are faithfully endeavoring to 
put down, but which won’t stay put. 
It is the claim that Gov. Brown’s 
administration 
caused the 
present 
high price of cotton, and although 
derided alike by both Brown men and 
Smith men, it stays in the limelight 
in defiance of the rules of the game.

‘The City Clerk, shall in addition 
to the duties herein before set-out, at 
all times perform all the duties ap­ 
pertaining to said office as set forth 
in the laws of the State of Oklahoma, 
and of the City of Ada,. Oklahoma, 
and shall receive the sum of Seventy- 
five dollars 
per 
month, 
payable 
monthly, which shall be in full com­ 
pensation for all services rendered by 
him as City Clerk of the City of Ada. 
Oklahoma."

Be it ordained by the *Mayors and 
councilmen of the city of Ada, Dicta. 
Sec. I. That the city Treasurer of 
the city of Ada, Oklahoma be, and he 
is hereby authorized and directed, 
upon motion duly passed, and enter­ 
ed upon the records of the city to in­ 
vest the sinking fund of said city in 
warrants draw'n on any of the regu­ 
lar funds of the city where such war­ 
rants have been legally issued, and 
where said warrants mature prior to 
the maturity of the bonds for which 
said sinking funds were created.

Mr. Ow­ 
en. however, testified A ttorney Hill, 
entered into the contracts with the 
Indians some years before he became 
senator and is not now trying to se­ 
cure 50 per ceut, but has left it to 
the United States court of claim s to 
determ ine how much he should be 
paid. 
It was also said since bis election 
as senator, (Mr. Owen had showed no 
activity in the m atter except to tes­ 
tify in behalf of his elaira. The value 
of the property w'hicta, it is asserted. 
in Mr. Owen’s suit was restored to 
the Indians, is fixed by the depart­ 
m ent of justice at from $12,000,000 
to $14,000,000. As attorney for the 
Choctaws, M r. Hill said he was re­ 
sisting the suit. 
McMurray on Stand. 
Most of today’s hearing was taken 
up with the cross-exam ination of J. 
F. M cM urray, holder of the contracts 
by which he seeks to Obtain a IO per 
cent attorney’s fee on the sale of 
$30,000,000 w orth of Indian land in 
this state. M r. M cMurray said if the 
Indians got all their property was 
worth they would be IO per centetaoi 
w orth they would receive $50,000,00 
and his fee would he IO p er cent of 
that. Questioned as to his plans to 
dispose of the 450,000 acres of the 
coal 
and asphalt lands, M cM urray 
said the coal deposits held by the In ­ 
dians in this state am ounted practi­ 
cally to a monopoly in the territo ry 
west of the M ississippi, south of the* 
Missouri and east of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains. and he believed th* Indians 
were entitled to the value of the coal 
as a monopoly. He thought the land 
would bring a higher price if sold to 
a corporation, rather than split up 
an sold to m any individuals. But he 
said he had never heard of a New 
York syndicate which stood ready to 
pay $30,000,000 for the lands, as Sen­ 
ator T. P. Gore had charged. T he su r­ 
face of the lands, which aggregate 
more than 2.500,000 acres, the w itness 
thought, m ight be sold to sm all hold­ 
ers. 
The investigating comm ittee, which 
is headed by R epresentative C harles 
H. Burke of South Dakota, tom orrow 
will go to Paw huska, Oklahoma.
